HOW TO MAKE AN 
ICE-WELL 


This may seem to be queer 
weather in which to write on 
te subject of storing: ice, but we 
feel sure that many farmers 
say to themselves elvery year at 
thi s time, “Next winter I’m 
going: to store ice sc that I can 
avoid some of this loss of milk 
and other food products/* How 
ever, when the winter frosts 
come and there is no immediate 
need of stored ice, and in addit 
io n one is faced with necessity 
of doing construction work in 
below zero weather, the tempt 
ation to let the matter slip is 
often too strong and a* a result 
no ice is stored- Consequently 
we l^elieve that right now. 
whe n the need oft ice is very 
apparent and time is available 
before harvest, i a a good time to 
make the necessary preparat¬ 
ions so that the space may be 
already for filling next winter. 

The ice-wety refrigerator ,as 
it has l>een aptly described, af¬ 
fords an easy and practical 
means of keeping many prod¬ 
ucts cool during the hot days 
of summer and is of particular 
value t 0 the dairy farmer. It 
Consists mainly of a pit dug in 
the ground in which a solid 
block of ice is formed during 
freezing weather in the winter 
and during the summer the 
space in the pit aboive the ice is 
used for cooling purposes. The 
moisture content of the air in 
the well is ivery high but pract 
icaliy all products requiring re 
frigeration may lie left for a 
reasonable length of time. Only 
a few products subject to the 
effects of moist air cannot 1 m» 
kept for long. 

Ice at this Station is stored 
in an ice house with a built in 
cooling room and the icoiwed »s 
not used. Material for this'letter 
therefore has been take n from

It i s the intensity of this bat 
tie against the microscopic in 
vaders which create the fever. 
If there is a tiemundou-i fLht 
and Nature puts up a strong re 
sistanca there will likely be a 
high fever the outcome depend 
ing upon the opposing stren¬ 
gths. On the other hand if the 
ir.-vaders find little resistance 
and can make rapid progress 
there will be little conflict 
(hence little fever) and the out* 
•me may not be so good. 1 

Thus i n certain diseases the 
doctor likes to see a reasonably 
high fever; he then knows that 
the body is alert and fully prep 
ared to meet the emergency. 

Of course a low fever may 
mean only a mild infection; the 
body may only have to repel a 
scouting party, as it were. \Iso 
some diseases, ev en although of 
a„ infective nature, are not 
characterized by high fever. 
The experienced doctor knows 
how to evaluate these factors.
